President Roosevelt 
gave unique rebuke in his letter of tribute to Cap­ 
tain Colin P. Kelly Jr., the Army flier w h o sacrificed 
his life in bombing the first Japanese battleship to 
be sunk in this war. Addressing his letter to “ 1 he 
President of the United States in 1956,” Mr. Roose­ 
velt wrote: 
“I am writing this letter as an act of faith in 
the destiny of our country. I desire to make a re­ 
quest which I make in full confidence that we shall 
achieve a glorious victory in the war we are now 
waeing to preserve our democratic way of life. My 
request is that you consider the merits of a young 
American youth of goodly heritage—Colin U.Ke \ 
¡II—for appointment as a Cadet in the I nited 
States Military Academy at W est Point. I make 
this appeal in behalf of this youth as a token of the 
Nation’s appreciation of the heroic services of his 
father who met death in line of duty at the terv 
outset of the struggle which was thrust upon us 
by the perfidity of a professed friend In the con­ 
viction that the service and example of Colin P. 
Kelly Jr. will long be remembered, I ask for this 
consideration in behalf of Colin P. Kelly III. 
Men may die heroically for causes that lose. 
But to all who must die and families who must 
mourn in this war, President Roosevelt makes 
solemn affirmation of his conviction that their 
sacrifices shall win perpetuation of the America 
they have known. When the little son of Captain 
Kelly grows up, there will be a President under the 
American Constitution, and there will be a West 
Point where men train, as his father trained, to 
guard America and, if need be, die as his father 
died. The President’s letter is a covenant of faith 
with the people united behind him: There will al­ 
ways be a United States of America. 


“AS LEADERS AND GENTLEMEN” 
The war has come to the lecture halls and 
classrooms of American schools and colleges, as 
it has come to all phases of national life. Many 
teachers and students already are in uniform, and 
special courses in military and civilian war service 
crowd some of the traditional studies off the edu­ 
cational agenda. 
Some farsighted educators, however, already 
are engaged in their greatest task—preparation 
of the rising generation for a sane, broad approach 
to post-war conditions that will ensui e genuine 
world peace. To members of his staff, Dr. Walter 
F. Dexter, State superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion, said last week: “We must think of this war 
not as an end in itself but as a means to an end. 
If children are to grow to manhood and woman­ 
hood in a way that will help them reap the fruits 
of peace, they must have wisdom and knowledge 
beyond that of their parents and their grandpar­ 
ents. We must strive as educators to prevent the 
development of the vindicative spirit. 
“If this war is being fought for the purposes 
which the President has outlined—freedom of re­ 
ligion, freedom of the press, freedom from want 
and freedom from fear—we must have a reason­ 
able amount of good will in the world. And I be­ 
lieve we can engender this good will by acting very 
definitely as leaders and gentlemen as we fight 
one of the crudest wars in history.” 
War is at best, a thing of emotional fierceness. 
But there is never call for unreasoning excuses 
such as those of 1918, when public schools barred 
courses on the culture and languages of the enemy 
nation, and impressionable children, imitating 
♦heir elders’ example, stoned Dachshund dogs. 
Hate cannot promote a permanent peace—and so 
it is good to hear an outstanding California school­ 
man declare that while American educators should 
face the duties of war unflinchingly, they should 
face the long future realistically as “leaders and 
gentlemen.”

Roosevelt told

press conference the American 
people must realize they are fac­ 
ed with a world-encircling war. 
He said the first U. S. objective 
obviously is to prevent a break­ 
through and at the same time 
cause as much damage to enemy 
resources as possible while 
we 
build up overwhelming superior­ 
ity necessary to ultim ate victory 
The President sent a directive to 
all Government agency heads or­ 
dering them to “determine those 
employees who may be prom pt­ 
ly released” for work in the ag­ 
encies most directly involved in 
the war. 
Congress completed action on a 
$500,000,000 appropriation for aid 
to China, and the President sign­ 
ed it. The State Department an­ 
nounced arrangements to coord­ 
inate and simplify economic war 
fare methods of the U. S. and 
Britain. The Agriculture Depart 
m ent said Lend-Lease a ricul.ur- 
al commodities delivered to the 
British government totaled more 
than 3,300,000.000 pounds up to 
January 1, 1942—enough to fill 
69,000 freight cars and make up 
a train 575 miles long.

Rationing 
Price Administrator Henderson 
announced nation-wide rationing 
of recapped and retreaded tires 
will begin February 19 (today). 
The rationing will be carried out 
through the same machinery now 
employed to ration new tires and 
tubes. Mr. Henderson said it is 
probable there will be no crude 
rubber available for 
retreading 
except for the small number of 
vehicles already eligible to obtain 
new times and tubes. 
He said sugar rationing will be 
put in effect as soon as War Ra­ 
tion Book No. 1 is printed and 
distributed. The books contain 28 
stamps and each stamp will en­ 
title the holder to a specified 
am ount—probably three-quarters 
of a pound per person — e a c h 
week. When the books are issued 
an appropriate num ber of stamps 
w ill be removed for any hoarded 
sugar in the family—as shown by 
a certified statement. False re­ 
ports of sugar supplies will carry 
penalties up to $10,000 fine or 10 
years imprisonment. 
Civilian Defense 
OCD Director Landis said the 
OCD wil be completely reorgan­ 
ized to "gear it for action.” 
He 
said “each person must have a 
clear and definite function; every 
person must be qualified to per­ 
form that function. . . . We need 
to organize our forces and then 
hold practice tests to see whether 
they can function.” The Division 
of Territories and Island Posses­ 
sions reported women and chil­ 
dren are being urged to evacuate 
the Hawaiian Islands.

The Navy said the 
power and surprise of the attack 
was emphasized by destruction of 
approximately 85 percent of the 
large Japanese bomber force on 
the islands and between 60 and 
80 percent of the shipping sight­ 
ed. U. S. losses w ere 11 scout 
bombers missing and superficial 
damage to two ships. The State 
Department announced that at 
the request of the Netherlands 
Government U. S. Army forces 
have been sent to Curaco

The Army reported a week of 
sporadic fighting in Bataan and 
said reinforced Japanese troops 
w ere preparing for new assaults.

port sunk off Hawaii, and a sub­ 
marine sunk off Panama after 
collision w ith another U. S. ves­ 
sel.

The WPB ordered all radio

Hilton a phenomena. 
You can 
go back to C ellini and rem em ber 
that he y’as an artist of divers 
talents. 
Leonardo Da Vinci was 
a great painter, but excelled also 
as sculptor and architect. 
Many 
of the early D utch artists took 
tim e ou t to fashion gold-plate and 
jew elry. 
The versatility of these 
men, som etim es frowned upon by 
an orthodox few, did not lessen 
the high quality 
of th eir work. 
On the contrary, 
their 
diverse 
talents enhanced it in m any ways. 
More th an any 
other contem ­ 
porary artist, Jo h n Hilton fits in­ 
to the niche of thos" who are able 
to tu rn a facile hand to m ore than 
one phase of a rt and draw from 
it som ething of lasting beauty.

H ilton's uncanny knowledge of 
the desert, gained from continu­ 
ous residence here, is reflected in 
his 
paintings. 
He 
achieves a 
subtle blue-grey tone th a t is pe­ 
culiarly 
his own. 
He 
captures 
the hushed serenity of the desert. 
His dunes are velvet-sm ooth; his 
far ranges stained in sunset or­ 
ange. 
H is skies m ay be flawless, 
cloud-flecked, 
o r 
flushed with 
color so 
expertly 
blended that 
they tak e your breath. The quiet­ 
ness of his pictures m akes one 
think th a t he w orks very leisure­ 
ly. Instead, he paints w ith fever­ 
ish intensity once he gets going. 
His p alette becomes a scrambled 
terrain on which color is slashed 
and interm ixed w ith such inspir­ 
ed fury th at the laym an, w atch­ 
ing him , despairs of the final re­ 
sult.

H ilton’s 
piantings have been acquired by 
those w ho love th e desert, and by 
the discrim inating lover of art.

You can’t evaluate John Hilton 
at a glance. He is a stocky young 
man w ith a perpetual sm ile, but 
behind 
his 
effervescence 
you 
sense a depth of serious concen­ 
tration. He looks upon th e world 
as a place w here 
anything can 
hapnen and m uch can be found. 
Packing his fam ily into a car, he 
spent th e past sum m er in Mex­ 
ico—the Mexico tourists seldom 
see, 
southern 
Sonora; 
th e en­ 
chanting and 
enchanted city of 
Alamos. 
He w ent 
prim arily to 
paint, b u t you m ight know he’d 
find m uch else to interest him . He 
m anaged to meet m any m en, from 
lowly peon 
to provincial gover­ 
nors. 
H e does th is w herqycr he 
goes, and 
in 
consequence is a 
w alking encyclopedia of fact and 
fancy em bracing everything from 
art to artichokes. 
H e came back 


heart and brew ed a vile tea that 
broke th e dread fever w ithin four 
hours. 
Today, 
not 
much the 
worse for 
w ear, 
H ilton 
grins: 


"The Palo Dulce shall always be 
m y favorite tree!” For John H il­ 
ton everything is

exciting 
game,

with tropical fever. 
Hilton is 
self-taught, 
but he 
speaks gratefully of Jam es Sw in- 
nerton, 
Clyde 
Forsythe, 
and 
George Frederick, 
as men who 
gave him 
inestim able criticism 
and encouragem ent in the begin­ 
ning. 
He was born in North D a­ 
kota, spent m uch of his boyhood 
in China, because his father w as 
a missionary. John was intended 
for the church, too. 
“I spent ten 
long years obediently preparing 
for the m inistry." he says. 
"B ut 
it was no go.” He loved the open 
spaces toó much, and when at 
last he 
found 
him self 
free to 
choose, he turned to the desert 
and to art.

THE RED-TAILED HAWK 
Buleo borealis calurus 
The sight of a large bird, grace­ 
fully soaring high in the air. is 
enough to send many people 
dashing after their shotguns, 
raising the cry of “Chicken 
Hawk” as they dash. The term 
Chicken Hawk is indeed a loose 
one, applying to many different 
birds in various parts of the coun­ 
try: locally, however, it seems to 
apply most often to the Red-tail­ 
ed Hawk. And the application of 
that name is most unjust. 
There are individuals which oc­ 
casionally steal a chicken, and 
even a few which develop a fond­ 
ness for poultry and are not sat­ 
isfied with any other food. These 
birds are vastly in the minority, 
however, and should be quietly 
extirpated without denouncing 
the entire species. The Red-tail's' 
depredations among the harmful 
rats, mice, and gophers far out­ 
weigh any damage they may 
cause to poultry. Mr. W. L. Daw­ 
son said that it would pay a 
farmer to keep a few Red-tails 
around even if he had to raise a 
hundred chickens a year to feed 
them! And the same thing ap­ 
plies to the hunter as to the farm­ 
er: a few quail and doves may be 
killed, but not enough to nearly 
offset the good that is done. As 
a m atter of fact, it is strictly 
against the California state laws 
to kill one of these hawks. 
The Largest of Hawks 
This hawk may be recognized 
in the field by the character that 
gives it its name—its red tail. The 
tail-feathers are reddish colored 
above, and when the bird wheels 
in its flight, the coloring may of­ 
ten be seen. It is the largest of 
our local hawks, and may be seen 
perched in the tops of trees and 
on high rocks, as well as in the 
air, throughout the year. 
. 
The Red-tail seems always to 
be engaged in an eternal Search; 
it soars and glides for hours, 
scanning the ground for food, and 
it falls like a thunderbolt on the 
luckless gopher or ground-squir­ 
rel that puts its head out of its 
hole at the wrong moment. The 
flight is a wonderful thing to 
watch—light, steady, and pur­ 
poseful. The feathers at the tips 
of the wings separate when the 
bird is gliding at a slow speed, 
and serve the same purpose as 
the wing-slots of some airplanes; 
that is, they reduce the safe fly- 
ing-speed, and the bird is able to 
travel at a slower rate without 
having to flap its wings or with­ 
out going into a stall. However, 
when traveling against a brisk 
wind, which keeps the soaring 
speed high, the wing-tips arc 
usually folded into points, and 
the air resistance is cut down. 
The bird seems to have an almost 
uncanny ability to rise high into 
the air with but a few starting 
flaps: the next time you. sec one 
perched on a tree-top, walk up 
close to make it fly, and it will 
take off with a few slow wing- 
beats, then begin soaring. It will 
soar in a great circle, constantly 
mounting, until you will be able 
to see nothing but a dark speck, 
still gliding effortlessly. One of 
the most beautiful sights I ever 
saw was that of a Red-tail glid­ 
ing up the side of a steep hill, 
the bird turned sidewise with the 
tip of one wing almost touching 
the rocks. It disappeared over the 
top without once having moved 
its wings.Nesis Stoutly Built 
In this region, the nest of the 
Red-tail may be found occupied 
as early as February 15 and as 
late as May 1. The nest may be 
in any one of a variety of loca­ 
tions—in a tall tree, in an oco- 
tillo, or on a ledge of a high rock 
face. It is in this latter situation 
that the nest appeals most to the 
imagination, situated as it is in an 
almost, if not completely, inac­ 
cessible spot. The nest is a stout 
structure of sticks and twigs, of­ 
ten 2% feet across. The interior 
is more smoothly lined with bark 
or graes, which the building bird 
pulls up by the roots. Both sexes 
join in the building of this cradle, 
although the larger female does 
most of the work. The lady lays 
two or three whitish eggs, mark­ 
ed more or less indistinctly with 
reddish-brown spots or blotches. 
The babies are white, fluffy, vo­ 
racious creatures which know 
how to use their talons on an in­ 
vading human hand. They re­ 
main in the nest five or six 
weeks, and are fed on nothing but 
good red meat. The parents 
bring in a good deal of food, even 
more than their hungry young­ 
sters can eat at one sitting, and a 
visit to a nest containing young 
birds will almost always reveal

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a well-stocked larder of various 
animals near the nest. Insects, 
birds, snakes, frogs, lizards, and 
any number of rodents are 
brought home and finally eaten. 
Undisputed Ruler 
Although usually one of the un­ 
disputed rulers of its territory, 
the Red-tail is, during the breed­ 
ing season especially, quite a tol­ 
erant landlord. It is not unusual 
to find other birds’ nests very 
close to that of the great hawk: 
these lesser fry lay their eggs and 
rear their young with apparently 
complete unconcern as to the 
presence of a powerful predator, 
who in turn, does not deign to 
notice the smaller birds. I have 
found nests of Phainopcplas with­ 


in a few feet of that of a Red- 
tail on several occasions, but 1 
have yet to find the remains of 
the former bird around the 
hawk’s nest. 
Let us be as lenient. Perhaps, 
in a very few instances, the Red- 
tail’s interests may be in conflict 
with ours, but that is no reason 
for the denunciation of all Red- 
tails. We can no more do without 
our Hawks than we can the 
chickens they are supposed to 
terrorize. And anyway, if you 
kill any but Duck Hawks, Sharp- 
shinned Hawks, and Cooper's 
Hawks, you are going against the 
state laws of California! So be 
sure you know at what you arc 
shooting.
